Budget Bureau’s Effort to Determine Army’s 
Role Indicate Inadequacy of Organization U.S. 


Needs to Serve as Leader of the Free World. 


By Brig. Gen. THOMAS R. PHILLIPS, U.S.A. (Ret.) 


EFFORTS BY THE TREASURY 


WASHINGTON, Noy, 21. 
and the Bureau of the Budget 


to shape the course of American military and foreign affairs indicate 
to some Washington experts a dangerous degree of confusion and lack 
of co-ordination in the formulation of overseas policies. 


Secretaty of the Treasury Robert B. 
Anderson intervened successfully in the 
operations of the Development Loan Fund 
by getting the Administration to adopt a 
policy requiring recipients of American 
economic aid to “buy American.” 

The Budget Bureau suggested to the 
Army this week that its role in global war- 
fare was no longer valid and.that it reduce 
its planning to small, localized wars. 

Early this year Anderson persuaded the 
President to oppose Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter and Under Secretary of 
State Douglas Dillon in their efforts to ar- 
range long-term financing of the Develop- 
ment Loan Fund. 

The shift in the Administration position 
was a serious blow to congressional sup- 
porters of the mutual security program 
who thought they were supporting the Ad- 
ministration by supporting long-term fi- 
nancing of the loan fund. The fund was ex- 
pected to substitute largely for grant aid 
in the mutual security program. 


IN EACH CASE, the Treasury and 
Budget Bureau interventions were based on 
monetary considerations and without a 
broad study of the influence of these deci- 
sions on foreign and military policy. 


Neither the Treasury nor the Budget 
Bureau is qualified to make such studies. 
The decisions and recommendations were 
made before the State and Defense De- 
partments had been given time to make 
policy studies pertinent. 


The confusion is in part a matter. of 
rsonalities. If the late John Foster Dulles 
been Secretary of State there is little 
question that his advice would have pre- 
vailed aver that.of Anderson in a question 
relating so importantly to foreign policy. 
In the case of the recommendation of Di- 
rector of the Budget Maurice Stans, Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil M. McElroy did win. 
Part of the confusion is due to inade- 
quate organization in the Government to 
deal comprehensively with the problems 
that face the United States as the leader of 
the free world. 


The decision to limit the Development 


Loan Fund to “tied” loans was particularly © 


untimely. Dillon was in Tokyo at the time 
attending a conference of GATT (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade) and had 
been urging a lessening of discriminatory 
pe policies (of which ‘tied’ loans are 
one). 

“Either we should move ahead to get 
rid of outmoded trade restrictions,” he told 
the 37 members of GATT, ‘‘or we can ex- 
pect a resurgence of protectionism.” 

“Unless we move forward while we 
can,” he warned, “there is the unpleasant 
prospect that the opportunity for progress 
may be lost. I am afraid that the trend to- 
ward greater freedom of trade may be 
reversed.” 

Dillon’s remarks were partly directed 
toward other nations as a plea to end the 

ctions on dollar imports. Most of 
these had been imposed with tacit United 
States approval at a time when they were 
recognized as necessary due to the lack 
of gold and dollar exchange in nations re- 
covering from the war. 


THIS WAS ONE approach toward over- 
coming the dollar deficit that the United 
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problem by sharply reducing, even elimi- 
nating, foreign assistance.” . 


HE POINTED out that all of the military 3 
assistance funds are spent in the United ; 


States (except for some small remaining 
offshore purchase contracts) and that 75 
per cent of all economic aid, excluding the 
Development Loan Fund, is used to buy 
goods and services here. 


Reductions in the mutual security pro- 
gram for the purpose of correcting the 
deficit in dollar balance would be negligi- 
ble, he pointed out. The monetary policy 
should not be used as a cover for reducing 
the mutual security program, he said. 


The growth of the dollar imbalance has 
been recognized for several years. It aver- 
aged about $1,200,000,000 annually from 1950 
to 1956, the balance was favorable by $500,- 
000,000 in 1857 and the deficit amounted to 
$3,400,000,000 in 1958. 


In the first two quarters of the current 
year the preliminary figures showed a 
deficit at'- an annual rate of $2,900,000,000 
and $4,000,000,000 respectively. But in the 
third quarter the export rate was about 
$2,000,000 more than the annual export 
rate for the first two quarters. 


There is every reason to believe, ac- 
cording to the findings of a group of 
economists that met at Princeton Univer- 
sity Monday to study the problem, that a 
substantial. part of the increase in the 
dollar deficit is due to temporary causes 
that affected our exports and world trade 
in 1958 and 1959 and that these are rapidly 
changing. 

Nevertheless, Anderson looked at the 
outflow of gold and the increase in foreign 
short-term dollar balances and pressed: the 
panic button. The United States has about 
$19,600,000,000 in gold, about half the free 
world supply. The short-term foreign dollar 
balances against it amount to $9,800,000,000. 


What this. means is that the United 
States is the banker for the world. So long 
as the dollar is sound and freely converti- 
ble, the foreign dollar balances will remain 
in this country.

Combating Communism 


In Underdeveloped Areas 


With Free Enterprise 


International Finance Corporation, an Affiliate of 
World Bank, Has Made 100 Million Dollars Avail- 
able to Spur Industrial Growth in Backward 
Nations — 68 Countries Subscribed to Capital.

WHILE THE ADMINISTRATION is emphasizing the need for other 
Western governments to contribute to the billions being spent on eco- . 
nomic aid to underdeveloped countries, Robert L. Garner is energetically 
directing a multi-nation lending agency to meet Communist competition 


by fostering free enterprise. 


For the past three years, Garner, 65 
years old, has been president of the Inter- 
national Finance Corporation, an affiliate 
of the International Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development, better known as the 
World Bank. 

Garner, once a cub reporter on what was 
the St. Louis Star, was executive vice 
president of the World Bank from 1947 
until, largely through his efforts, the IFC 
was established in 1956, The IFC’s capital 
of $93,664,000 was subscribed by virtually 
the same 68 nations belonging to the World 
Bank. The notable exception is Communist 
Yugoslavia, which does not permit private 
businesses. 

The World Bank has an authorized 
capitalization of 21 billion dollars and out- 
standing loans totaling about 3.4 billion 
dollars. Russia and its satellites are not 
members of the World Bank and hence are 
not eligible for participation in the IFC, 

The major policy difference between the 
two organizations is that World Bank loans 
are at a fixed interest rate to member gov- 
ernments or, when to private companies, 
are guaranteed by those governments while 
the IFC loans are limited to private com- 
panies. IFC loans tal 
include a provision 
that in addition to a 
fixed rate the IFC 
shall share in the 
profits or the in- 
creased value of 
the borrowing com- 
panies. Both agen- 
cies seek -partici« 
pation by private 
lenders and both 

seek profits from 

their transactions. 


TO DATE, the 
IFC has made loans 
totaling orily $23,- 
762,000, but has been 
able to obtain par- 
ticipation by foreign

In- 
stead of making exceptions in these cases to 
the conflict-of-interest principle, why not 
make exceptions to the normal Government 
salary scale? Flexibility of administration, 
which enabled the Government to pay what 
it takes to get unusually qualified executives 
for a limited number of key. posts, might be 
worth considering.

The Pius XU Library 


Almost 10 years ago—in March 1950—the 
Rev. Lowrie J. Daly, $.J., had the idea of plac- 
ing the historic collections of the Vatican 
Library on microfilm in a new library at St. 
Louis University. .At first the idea was no 
more than a dream. But as is usually so with 
good ideas, this one was father to action. In 
the decade that has passed, the idea has be- 
come a handsome and moving reality, bear- 
ing the name of the late Pope of the Roman 
Catholic church, Pius XII, to whom the build- 
ing is a memorial. :

Outstate, Another Competitor 

In the continuous contest for economic 
growth throughout the country the St. Louis 
metropolitan area is competing not only with 
other metropolitan areas but with the eco- 
nomically-depressed regions of Missouri and 
Illinois as well. St. Louis’s economy is grow- 
ing at a slower rate than that of its major 
metropolitan competitors. And as the case 
of tiny Ava, Mo., shows, St. Louis also is 
losing growth opportunities to outstate 
competitors. 

Ava, the county seat and trade center 
Douglas county in the Ozarks, has raised 
$250,000 te finance construction of a 55,000- 
square-foot factory building to be leased to 
the Rawlings Sporting Goods Co. of St. Louis. 
Rawlings has made no announcement of its 
intentions at the Ava plant, one of several 
outstate facilities it now operates, but people 
there understand it will create upwards of 
300 new jobs in the community of 2000. This 

to Ava is proportionately the same as if 

. Louis were welcoming a new industry 
employing more than 85,000 people. 7 

We don’t know precisely why Rawlings 
went to Ava instead of expanding in St. Louis. 
No doubt some of the factors included rela- 
tively low-cost use of facilities without any 
capital expenditure and perhaps low-cost 1la- 
bor. Several other St. Louis firms have lo- 
cated new production facilities outstate for 
these and other reasons.

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American Past in Museum Show 
Folk Art From Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Collection

IT IS HARD to realize, looking at the 
Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Folk Art Collec- 
tion, that the way of American life repre- 

sented here was fairly recent. 
The exhibition, at the City Art Mu- 
seum through Dec. 17, contains 65 ex- 
amples of the arts crafts that we

William M. Prior © 
drew a picture of his barber in Portland, 
Maine, on January 8, 1835, indicating on 
the back that it was ‘painted for three 
months’ shaves’,”” she writes. 

Journals and account books of artists 
do not support the legend that they paint- 
ed bodies in their off-seasons, and added 
portrait heads when they received com- 
missions. Surviving effects of early por- 
trait painters have included sketches of 
heads, but no headless bodies.

AMERICAN SCULPTURE began

itself in portrait sculptures, in weather- 
vanes, ship figureheads, doorstops, hitch- 
ing posts, trade signs and hunters” decoys. 

There are several specimens of this 


. vigorous art on view at the museum. One 


is an eagle done in pine by Wilhelm 
Schimmel, a Pennsylvania woodcarver 
whose principal tool was a pocket knife. 
His eagle’s body is done in sawtooth cuts, 
the wings in long rectangular feather pat- 
terns. A late nineteenth century tobacco 
store figure is a Turk, rounded out of a 
pine log and offering a handful of cigars. 


The weathervanes are the liveliest items 
in the show, partaking of the freedom of 
their lofty perches and, because they had 
to maintain a nice balance, offering chal- 
— to the craftsman’s originality and 


The “Indian on Horseback”’ illustrated 
was evidently homemade, since commer- 
cially made products did not usually com- 
bine two materials. The Indian is cut 
from sheet iron, and he rides a horse 
handsomely carved from pine. Another 
wind indicator is a copper fish—a pike— 
nearly three feet long, its scales formed 
by beating. A trotting horse and sulky, 
more than a yard long, has a running 
horse with legs extended in a more photo- 
graphic pacing attitude, with costumed 
rider sitting between two high wheels. The 
figure bodies and reins are of copper, the 
heads cast iron, the wheels iron wire. 

A good many of these objects presented 
difficult problems in conservation. Some 
had deteriorated for lack of care, and 
some had suffered even worse from ill- 
advised efforts at restoration. All have 
now been carefully repaired to the point 
of best preservation that stops short of 
superseding the original material.

Ways to Relax Told by Mental Health Experts—First of Series From New Book 


This is the first installment from a new book by 
a former president of the American Psychiatrie Associe- 
tion and his collaborator, a writer on mental health.

WHY ARE PEOPLE so tense today? 
Because, for one thing, we are much worse off than our ances- 
tors insofar as psychological safety is concerned. - 


Our ancestors fought and worled to make life better, and 
suffered and grieved as we do today, but had a feeling of faith 
that things would come out all right, and resignation when they 


will. 
In the past 100 years, however, 
the philosophy developed 


that man’s fate is largely in his 
own hands, and that if things 
don’t work out well, each per- 
son has only himself to. blame. 
Today when misfortune occurs, 
we suffer not only because of 
our loss but also from a feeling 
that somehow it was our fault. 

Psychological security also de- 
pends on the feeling of safety we 
get out of being familiar with— 
and not scared of—the people 
and things which make up our 
surroundings. Today a -person 
can live on on street for. years 
without even knowing his neigh- 
bors. 

Pressed by loneliness, many 
men and women demand that 
their wives, husbands and chil- 
dren make up for all the love 
and feeling which is missing in 
other human contact—that each 
person be mother, father, broth- 
er,. neighbor, friend, companion 
—all rolled into one. No human 
being can fulfill so vast a de- 
mand. ; 

Part of the great turmoil of 
the past half century has heen 
caused by an unprecedented 
search for néw knowledge. In 
the long run, humanity will no 
doubt be better off, but in the 
meantime many who are living

trémely disturbing.

Knowing that these trag- 
edies can happen .to you is 
enough to keep you slightly 
tense, although you may hardly 
be aware of it. 

But there is much more to 
man than his physical selt.

It is that part of us to 
which we refer when we say ‘I 
want to live 100 years,”’ “I want 
to be happy,” “I resent that,”’ 
“T am seared.” 

We act to protect our ego with 
as much vigor as we do to pro- 
tect our bodies, and in the same 
way—by running or by fighting.

side even when the threat is no 
longer present. 

Again, the threat may not ac- 
tually be a current one.

CUTTING HEATING BILLS: This is the season when 
many homeownerts play games with thermostats. You'll prob- 
ably do best, some experts advise, to keep yours at 70 degrees 

the-heating season. Overheating wastes fuel; one 
‘study shows that, for each degree above 70, you increase 
fuel consumption by 144 per cent. If you heat to 75, you'll 
use 714 pet cent more fuel than at 70. At night, instead of low- 
ering thermostat, you'll prébably do better to shut off heat 
4m bedrooms and close doors leading to living quarters. That 
‘way you'll burn no more fuel than if you had lowered thermo- 
stat, and won't have to use so much éxtra in the morning to 
heat not only the air but cooled-off furniture, walls, draperies 
throughout the house. 


> TIME FOR A CHECK ON YOUR INSURANCE? An esti- 
mated 5,000,000 people carry ‘‘extra-rated” life insurance pol- 
' cies, paying higher premiums because of occupation or health 
‘condition. If you're one, it may pay to review the .situation, 
especially if your policy is an old one. Some jobs previously 
rated hazardous have been re-rated, no longer‘ call for 
‘higher premiums. Yours may be one. Or you may even

“By dressing in a casual, pro- 
fessional or ‘highly individual 
way, @ man reveals how he 

other people to regard 
him,” Sherman said. — 

Do you recognize the type who 
wishes he were a big business 


executive? He wears conserva- 
tive. suits—and often vests. 

On the other hand, many suc- 
cessful executives play down 
their importance. They prefer 
casual sportswear. It helps re- 
lieve tension and fosters the 
impression that they are “good 
Joes.”’ 

Then there’s the fellow who 
wears sports clothes on the as- 
sembly line. He may be a steel 
worker or missile engineer, but 
he’d like to be a rugged individ- 
ualist. Increasing mechanization 
makes the craftsmen’s job more 
and more routine, so wearing 
casual garb relieves the monot- 
ony of a push-button job, the 
psychologist said.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21 (UPI). 


THIS WILL COME as no sur- 
prise to the man who foots the 
bills. But one sales expert says 
a lot of feminine buying is for 
self-reward. 

“Reward for what?” I asked 
Howard M. Cowee, vice presi- 
dent of marketing for a lingerie 
manufacturer and a former pro- 
fessor of marketing at New York 
University. 

“Well, then call it self- 
indulgence,"” Cowee replied. 

Cowee released the results of 
a study he and regional man- 
agers made in 103 stores across 
the country. The managers 
talked with sales personnel and 
unearthed some interesting buy- 
ing patterns: 

— Psychological factors rather 
than need are the motivation of 
60 per cent of yearly purchases. 

—Moré Americans are buying 
discretionary items not when re- 
quired, but when they’re in ‘the 
mood. 

—Women buy as a self-reward. 

~—Most females today believe 
they’re entitled to the best. 


Cowee talked of the “splurge 
market” in which the notion 
that foreign cars, swimming 
pools and mink coats are the 
exclusive right of the rich is 
as out-moded as the bustle. 


OUR HIGH LEVEL of national 
income is’ responsible partly for 
this new extravagance, said 
Cowee. Snob appeal is a factor. 
So is the desire to be “an in- 
dividual.” 

“Like the man who buys mon- 
ogrammed ties or. shirts,” he 
said, ‘Or a sports car. Or moves 
from hi-fi on to stereo. Or, the 
woman who wants mink to line 
a coat instead of wearing the 
fur on the outside. Or, who buys 
jeweled or fur-trimmed sweat- 
ers. She has helped to make the 
boutiques—where higher priced, 
specialty items are featured—a 
big business for stores.” 


“We're extravagance prone, 
thank goodness,” said Cowee. 
“Some economists would 
quarrel with me, but I think 
it is healthy. The more we 
spend for goods, the more we — 
produce.” 


COWEE’S FIRM is so eager 
to take advantage of our self- 
indulgence it has launched a 
newspaper and magazine adver- 
tising campaign with the theme, 
“You don’t really need it, just 
want it.” 

The “just want it” items in- 
clude nightwear for milady, 
some trimmed in imported 
chantilly lace, some of it with 
Canadian white fox collar, cost- 
ing up to $100. 

“A woman can rationalize her- 
self into almost any purchase,” 
he said. “A fur coat, she tells 
herself, is warmer, will last 
longer. She ignores the fact that 
there is the cost of upkeep and 
it may not be warmer at all.” 

The marketing expert said ex- 
travagant buying no longer is 
seasonal—or a pre-holiday habit. 
Typical purchaser: ‘The little 
secretary who tells herself she 
has been good all week, so on 
Saturday she deserves a new 
hat or a new lamp for the apart- 
ment.”

“If we get in the black we can take a real flyer, something that 
we really want to do. Before I came here, I heard about the 
Crystal Palace. In theatrical circles it was known as a terribly 
brave venture. We want to keep it that way.” 


He has considered Shaw, and would have done “Mis- 
alliance,” if it hadn’t been done at the American here in 
1933.

Trouble With Gallstones 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Recently I mentioned to my doc- 
tor that I had gallstones. He took X-rays and found them. Al- 
though the gall bladder hasn’t bothered me for years, he 
wanted to ome ee: I said no. He said I made 

RR ss the wrong decision. So 
what would you advise? 

MRS. W. M. T.” 

It’s been quite some time 
since I’ve discussed this 
problem. When I did, I 
used the term “‘silent gall- 
stones.” 

When gallstones form 
and cause pain, you know 
they are there. (I can hear 
people who have experi- 
> wae enced them saying, “Oh, 

ee HOW do you know. they 
DR.  MOLNER are there!’’) 

There are different ways by which gallstones can cause 
distress. One way, and the one that brings sudden and very 
sharp pain, is when a stone gets into the duct, or tube, leading 
from the gall bladder, and sticks there. Usually it hurts like 
the very mischief. Sometimes the stone finally works its way 
through, and then comes blessed relief. On other: occasions, it 
remains solidly lodged, and has to be removed by surgery. 


However, gallstones can cause other mischief. 
They donot dissolve. It would be great if only we 
knew. of some way to dissolve them without dissolving 
the patient as well. 


IF THE STONES lie quietly in the gall bladder for a 
considerable length of time, they can, eventually, irritate and 
inflame it and provide an area in which infection can set in. 

Obviously this can be a serious condition. There are 
varying degrees of it, as is the case with most illnesses. But 
an acute attack can be both painful and a menace to health. 
It is worth mentioning that long-continued irritation of this 
sort is believed to contribute to cancer of the gall bladder. 
It may not be common, but it does occur. 

Anyway, here’s the point. Gallstones can be present and 
not cause any trouble for long periods—‘‘silent’’ gallstones. 
Yet, since the stones will not dissolve, and have no other 
way of escaping except by the painful process of being forced 
through the duct, sooner or later they are pretty sure to cause 
trouble, and perhaps serious trouble. 

That is why your doctor proposed removing them now. 
And that is why I agree that he is right. You have nothing to 
gain by waiting, and you might have a great deal to lose. 


NOTE TO J. L. AND V. E. S.: I don’t believe that won- 
derful results are to be obtained by drinking large quantities 
of vegetable juices. Certainly I would not expect this to be 
of use in arthritis. My answer is to eat norma! quantities of 
fruits and vegetables, and the everyday juices such as orange 
and tomato.

By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer 
Frigid cold spells during the 
first half of November seemed 
to bear gut those dismal predic- 
tions made by the United States 
Weather Bureau. According to 
the experts, we can expect an 
unusually long, hard winter. 
This is a discouraging pros- 
pect because plants that have 
been weakened by drouth are 
more susceptible to winter in- 
jury. Evergreens, in particular, 
may be damaged by freezes, 
sleet, ice or heavy snow. 
Indeed, it is a wonder that our 
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After enjoying almost tropical 
warmth during a long growing 
season, they are subjected to 
our arctic winters. 

Unlike animals, plants can’t 
seek shelter, nor do they enjoy 
warm overcoats of fur or feath- 
ers. Instead, they have evolved 
various make-do systems that 
help them endure some pretty 
bitter weather. 

The annuais alone are killed 
by frost and must depend on a 
crop of seeds for the survival 
of their kind. Perennials pre-

A lesson I learned from life 
Aman should have a sideline

HEN 1 WAS a youngster I studied languages. At one 

time I was fluent in nine. Friends used to say, “Why 
waste your time with languages when' you want so desper- 
ately to become an actor? How will they help you?” 

‘I had no answer except that I liked speaking and reading 
many languages. So I kept studying. 

In 1915—which will give you some idea of how long I've 
been around—I was working in summer stock trying to add 
to my experience as an actor. A chance came along for a part 
in a road company of Kismet, and I grabbed it. 

I had been on the road for perhaps six weeks when World 
War I began to cast a pall of gloom over the theater every- 
where. In Canada, where I was playing then, things were 
' particularly bad. Our road company, originally scheduled 
for a 40-week run, closed in six weeks. 

Back in New York without a job, I started the old hat-in- 
hand round of agents and producers. There was nothing. In 
desperation I finally took a job as a stooge in a vaudeville 
sketch. I was awful. Back to the agents I went..And again 
there were no jobs. 


After eight or nine weeks of unemployment, I decided 
that acting was an insecure and demeaning profession. | 
began to think about making a living in a job that could pro- 
vide me with a measure of dignity and respect. Because | 


. had studied languages, I thought of teaching them. 
Just about then I heard that a play called Under Fire was . 


being cast on Broadway. There was a need for actors who 
could speak several European languages. I decided I would 
ee er cee toe eonnae eters fol ©, That 
afternoon I applied for a part. 

I didn’t get one part in the play. 5 ont eae. I played a 
Belgian, a Frenchman, a German army officer, and a London 
cockney. The play was a hit—and so was I. 

From that time to this I’ve had more acting work than I 
could possibly handle. But had it not been for those nine 
languages I studied against the advice of well-meaning 
friends, I might today be a frustrated teacher instead of a 
fulfilled actor. All of which goes to prove that every man 
should have a sideline.

The HERTERS at home

A family breakfast and a nightly chat give the 
Secretary of State strength for his difficult job 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 

quit, pizasaiy home life cushions Christion 

A. Herter, 54th U. S. Secretary of State, against 

the endless jolts of one of the world’s most demanding 

jobs. He and his wife “Mac”—her real name is Mary 

Caroline—make an unusually distinguished couple. 

“Chris” Herter, 6’4”, resembles Lincoln in a smoother, 

handsomer way. “Mac” is slim, 5’9”, and lovely. The 

Herters met while she was still in school, and have 
been married 42 years. 

They live without bustle on tree-lined P Street, in 
the historic Georgetown section here. The Herters 
bought the house when the Secretary first was elected 
to Congress in 1942. It is in a distinguished neighbor- 
hood. A few blocks away lives Dean Acheson, a prede- 
cessor as Secretary of State. Another neighbor is Su- 
preme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter. —~

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Summers, the Herters touch base in Massachusetts, 
either in an oceanside cottage at Manchester or a small 
farm near Millis. At Manchester they have an oppor- 
tunity to catch up with their four busy children and 
14 active grandchildren. The Herters are an extremely 
close family. Between visits, calls are made frequently 
from P Street to Christian Jr., a Boston lawyer who 
last year ran for state attorney general; Adele, wife 
of a Concord, Mass., pathologist; Frederic, a New 
York surgeon, and Miles, a Manchester economist and 
personnel expert. 

At other times the Herters fly to Cheechacombahee 
Plantation, 50 miles south of Charleston, S.C. A work- 
ing plantation with Hereford cattle and timber crops, 
it is owned by Mrs. Herter’s brother, but the Secretary 
personally undertakes overall management. Though 


i —— 


not as spry as he once was, the Secretary still delights 
in quail and duck shooting at the plantation and i; 


considered a crack shot. 


The pressure of his position, however, leaves the 
Secretary little time for relaxation these days. The 
Herters breakfast together (in their pastel dining 
room in winter, on an adjoining balcony in summer ) 
at 7:30 a.m. so he can reach his desk by 8 a.m. They 
rarely meet. again until 8 p.m. at the earliest, when 
they have a single cocktail together in a small, paneled 
study overlooking the garden. 

“It’s the best moment of the day,” Mac Herter says 
of this interlude of conversation with her busy hus- 
band. Mostly the talk is like that of any husband and 
wife greeting each other at the end of the day. On free 
evenings they may play bridge, Unlike, for instance, 
the President, they have no regular circle of bridge- 
playing cronies. But both love the game and are known 
as skillful players. 

More likely, the Secretary will have paperwork to 
do and will retire to his study. Half of Sunday is given 
over to homework. For relaxation he settles down with 
a whodunit. Like John Foster Dulles before him, 
Herter is an inveterate fhystery-story fan and carries a 
stack of them wherever he goes. 


Links to the Past 


Their old Federal mansion——it was built about 
1820—is a restful place, with red walls and a crescent 
stairway arching up from the brick sidewalk. Inside 
are gleaming pine floors and beautiful 18th Century 
furniture. Everywhere are pieces of the bright-banded 
white Lowestoft porcelain Mrs. Herter collects. 

Mac Herter fits into this calm framework. She wears 
little makeup and her clothes are understated. As she 
talks with friends, she is likely to be busy with a 
flower-sprayed piece of needlepoint. 

She insists she’s “a poor housekeeper,” but she car- 
ries off official, feminine entertaining with great flair. 
A recent success was a “hen” dinner in honor of Mrs. 
Nikita Khrushchev. As they left, the appreciative Rus- 
sian ladies serenaded their hostess and her friends. 
The Americans couldn’t remember a suitable tune, so 
they chorused For she’s a jolly good fellow. 

Mrs. Herter’s day is spent exercising her dogs (see 
photo), taking French lessons (although both she and 
her husband speak excellent French), and attending 
many of Washington’s official functions. Although the 
Secretary must be host at many affairs, these are held 
at Anderson House and are managed and paid for by 
the Government; The round of official entertaining, 
however, is a strain on the Secretary now that painful 
arthritis forces him to use half-crutches while walking 
and a specially built stool while standing in a recep- 
tion line. “This winter,” his wife says firmly, “we're 
trying to limit our dining out to twice a week and per- 
haps a luncheon on Sunday.” 

Like any wife, Mac-Herter is ambitious for her hus- 
band. “I've always felt that Chris belonged in the State 
Department,” she says. Born in Paris, Herter was an 
adviser to President Wilson at Versailles in 1919. Dur- 
ing his Congressional years, he made foreign policy a 
specialty. He became Under Secretary in 1957, suc- 
ceeded Secretary Dulles early thas year. 

For herself, however, Mrs. Herter liked it best when 
her husband was Governor of Massachusetts from 
1953 to 1957. “A Governor's wife is part of a Gov- 
ernor’s job,” she says. “I'd never really done anything 
with Chris before. But during the two terms he was 
Governor I was with him more than ever before —or 
since.” sn Sp eee meee a * pair who 
enjoy each other’s company.

With more Americans traveling abroed (10,000* 
went to Russia alone last year) and more foreign visi- 
tors coming to our shores, it is imperative.that every 


American should consider himself an ambassador of 


his country. As ambassadors it is incumbent upon us 
all to understand our country, be able to explain it to 
others, and, equally important, be able to 


Let me recall an incident that happened when I 
was riding in a jeep across war-wrecked Yugoslavia 14 
years ago. As a congressman I was a member of an 
American team checking the necessity for United Na-

As we drove across the rutted roads of the- plains ' 


that stretch north and west of Belgrade, I learned 


education at the Sorbonne in Paris but had also done 
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post-graduate work at Moscow University. Our talks 
rapidly turned into an argument about the American 
people and their ideals, which went on for several days 
without reaching an understanding. 

This stern young woman continually said in es- 
sence: “How can I understand you Americans? What 
do you really care strongly about—your religion, your 
home, your government, your country?” I had never 
been challenged in this . 

I thought I knew what America stood for and what 
we were trying to accomplish not only in Yugoslavia 
but throughout the world. But when I tried to put into 
words the reasons for our beliefs and to portray the 
depth of our convictions, I found myself strangely in- 
articulate, with neither the words nor the emotion 
that would permit my ideas to penetrate the hard shell 


_ Of emotional experience that surrounded her creed. 


Though I was sure that at least part of her obvious dis- 
like for Americans was based on lack of first-hand in- 
formation, I couldn’t even persuade her to accept my 
offer to try to arrange for her to visit the U.S. 
_Many Americans must have found themselves in 
similar situations either while traveling abroad or talk- 
ing to visitors in our own country. They must have 
encountered anti-Americanism that seemed harsh and 
unreasonable. They must have struggled to explain 
America, to combat false impressions—and shared my 
own sense of defeat during those days in Yugoslavia.

perience with the thought that your government offi- 
cials know all the answers. In all candor, may I suggest 
that they do not. American leadership in the world 
will be maintained only with your daily interest. 
What are our American strengths and failings that 
you as an informal ambassador must understand when 
you travel abroad or greet strangers at home? Our main 
strength, of course, lies in our dedication to human 
dignity and freedom, our willingness to attack the fail- 


ings of our society and do what we can to erase them. 


One of our weaknesses lies in having been preoccupied 
for too long with our own affairs, in learning less about 
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the world at large and the minds of its peoples than 
we should have. Our greatest weakness, however, is 
taking for granted the tremendous benefits we enjoy. 
We need to study foreign languages more than we 
do. Even a halting, clumsy attempt to speak the lan- 
guage of a country will win more friends than insisting 
upon talking English. Most Americans know a good 
deal about their own country, but their knowledge is 
intuitive. Since we all share the same basic beliefs, we 
rarely debate them. Consequently when we are called 
upon to do so, we are at a disadvantage for lack of prac- 
tice. Students who have visited Moscow have had this 
experience. They were not trained for argument.

life and our achievements and keep a curb on our 
tempers. Many Americans found Mr. Khrushchev’s 
boasting-somewhat hard to take at times. Yet many 
Americans at home and abroad are guilty of the same 
fault. No one convinces the other man by becoming 
impatient, by meeting charge with countercharge. The 
soft, courteous “Yes, but .. .” answer does not mean 
becoming a door mat and often turns out to be far 
more persuasive. 

We must watch our manners with our friends and 
opponents alike and mever appear scornful of local 
custom, no matter how odd or archaic it may at first 
seem to us. Ordinary courtesy costs nothing, but in 
human values it brings great rewards. Above all, we 
must learn to listen to what the other man has to say 
and to find out exactly what his question means before 
trying to answer it. Remember that the stranger may 
know as little about us as we do about him, and what 
he asks may be based on a complete misconception. 

Our task is to make the truth about America and its 
ideals and aspirations known/im such a way that they 
cannot be misunderstood. While trying to end the cold 
war, we must nevertheless seek to keep the issucs 


. Clear. We must not expect too much too soon. But 


recent events give cause for hope that peaceful change 
is possible. In this you, the citizen ambassador, have 
an important role to play.

1 The United States sincerely desires to see an end to 
these tests and stands ready to cease testing the moment 
our authorities are certain of proper safeguards and con- 
trols. It is on these safeguards and controls that we have 
not been able to reach an agreement with the Soviet 
Union. We ourselves suspended testing during the nego- 
tiations and have agreed to continue this suspension until 
January 1, 1960. In the meantime, the conference be- 
tween the United States, Britain, and the U.S.S.R., which 
had been in recess, reconvened on October 27 in Geneva. 
2 The expansionist drive of the Soviet Union has caused 
profound uneasiness in the nations on its borders. United 
States bases were established with the full consent of the 
host nations and are an essential part of the free world’s 
defenses. When the Soviets give concrete evidence that 
they have no aggressive —— ae of 
course, be given up. 

3 in suiinly innt weaning spam cil icsnta'iiore Meoaly 
between jobs and where each year brings larger manpower 
to the work force, there is always a fluid group of unem- 
ployed. America’s jobholding population stands today at a 
historic high—more than 67 million employed. The stand- 
ard of living of the American worker under the free enter- 
prise system is not only the highest in the world, but is 
steadily rising. 

4 Shopping is a favorite pastime of tourists from all lands 
and is one way of absorbing foreign customs. Thousands of 
Americans also live with European or Asian families, 
study in overseas schools, paint foreign landscapes, spend 
long hours in Notre Dame, the Tower of London, the 
Roman Forum, the Pitti Palace, and the Louvre. At the 
same time, foreigners in the United States wouldn't think 
of missing our supermarkets and department stores. 

5 If the American press ‘is captive of anyone, it is captive

6 Americans own 56 million automobiles. Backed by vast 
purchasing power, Americans do not hesitate to satisfy 
their wide-ranging interests in both domestic and foreign- 
made merchandise. The foreign car is welcomed for its 
own unique features, but importation is but a very small 
fraction of American production. 

7 The principal aim of the United Nations is peaceful 
cooperation between the countries of the world. The gov- 
ernment of the Republic of China, one of the five perma- 
nent members of the Security Council, has always been 


represented in the U.N. On the other hand, Communist 


China, an aggressor in Korea—and openly piedged to use 
force in Taiwan—has shown that, in our opinion, it does — 
not fulfill the requirements of the U.N. Charter. 

8 U.S. expenditures for defense take a small bite from our 
Gross National Product compared to the Soviets’. We 
spend 9 per cent. Their outlay is in excess of 15 per cent 
for the military. It was shown after World War II that 
such spending is not a crutch for our economy. At that 
time, we shifted to a peacetime operation without serious 
dislocation. 

9 Because it is not true. Taking the scientific picture as 
a whole, the United States is ahead, although the Soviets 
may for the time being have moved out front in rocket 


10 Because Communist China, in the eyes of the United 
Nations, is still an aggressor, and also because its inten- 
tions with regard to the Republic of China on Taiwan and — 
its neighboring states are aggressive.

- trying a volume here and there. Father Wasner sat down at 
the piano and began quietly to improvise, while for the long- 
est time I stood at the window looking out into nowhere and 
fighting down my tears of joy and gratitude. 

As we all came together around the table, Georg bade us 
rise while he proposed the first toast: “To our absent hosts. 
May God bless them in their undertakings a thousandfold.” 
Thus, without actually realizing it, we celebrated Thanks- 
giving Day in its proper spirit. We also took a big step for- 
ward in the “discovery” of “our” country—for whose big 
heart all the vast plains, towering trees, and high mountains 
are but an appropriate setting. We were beginning to com- 
prehend something of the real America. &

After the guests of honor were pre- 
sented to the cast and seated, Frank 
Sinatra stepped forward and explained 
that they would see portions of two scenes. 
In the first, Maurice Chevalier and Louis 
Jourdan sang a duet. Then Shirley Mac- 
Laine, making a breathless little speech 
in Russian, thanked Mr. Khrushchev for 
sending over such- wonderful artists as the 
famous Bolshoi Ballet and invited him to 
watch the American dancers. 3 

Then, bang! It came with a wham! The 
can-can—led first by Juliet Prowse and 
then the rest of the girls and Shirley. They 
kicked and twirled, showed off their 
dropped to the floor, raised their legs,and 
went through a series of gyrations Mr. 
Khrushchey felt belonged to private rather 
than public demonstration. 

Mrs. Khrushchev, who had smiled hap- 
pily at Chevalier’s number; frowned in 
disbelief. Khrushchev tried to maintain 
the self-possessed air of the man-of-the- 


world. But even this pretension was de- 
molished by the climax of the dance. Juliet 
Prowse and Shirley MacLaine assumed 
stances with their legs spread wide apart. 
Two young male dancers then slid through 


their legs, each holding triumphantly aloft — 


a pair of panties. 

Mr. and Mrs. Khrushchev looked at 
each other astonished, said nothing. 

A day later, when the Khrushchev party 
arrived in San Francisco, the Russian 
leader met with a group of American 
union chiefs at the Mark Hopkins Hotel. 
The union leaders, Walter Reuther, James 
Carey, and several others, began asking 
Mr. Khrushchev some embarrassing ques- 
tions concerning Soviet workers and their 
lack of freedom to conduct a strike.

At this point, in retaliation, Khrushchev 
unexpectedly gave a burlesque imitation 
of the can-can he had seen in Hollywood. 
He turned his back to the table and flipped 
his coat up, wiggling his hips. 

“This is a dance,” he announced, “in 
which girls pull up their skirts. You're 
going to see that. We are not. This is what 
you call freedom—freedom for the girls to 
show their backsides. To us it’s pornogra- 
phy, the culture of a people who want 
pornography. It’s capitalism that makes 
girls that way.” 

Paul Phillips, president of the United 
Paperworkers, asked: “Does the Chair- 
man think the girls should be prohibited 
by law from showing their backsides?”

be a law prohibiting the girls from showing 
their backsides—a moral law.” 

Next day Khrushchev’'s opinion of the 
can-can made headlines everywhere. And 
Juliet Prowse, heretofore a relatively un- 
known brought over by 20th Century-Fox 
from Spain to dance in Can-Can at $350 
a week, found herself a name bandied 
about by the world press. 

Fortunately, Juliet has talent to go with 
that name. She’s been dancing since the 
age of 4. Two years ago, choreographer 
Hermes Pan saw Juliet dance in Italy, de- 
scribed her as “the most graceful, stimu- 
lating, and attractive-dancer I've seen in 
Europe for ages.” 

This year, when Pan was signed to 
choreograph Can-Can, he cabled Juliet in 
Madrid where she was working, told her 
to catch the first plane to Hollywood. 

Here she was quickly signed for the 
film, given the role of Claudine, a dancer 
who makes a play for Sinatra. According 
to the script, Sinatra is a lawyer in love 
with a saloon-owner, Shirley MacLaine. 

A single, forthright, and intelligent girl, 
ballerina Prowse admits that “I would 
never have shown the Khrushchev party 
the can-can number. I would have shown 
them the Adam and Eve ballet or the 
Apache number. But, after all, I'm a poor 
little nobody. I’m not running the studio.” 

Even so, Juliet realizes her good fortune 
in being connected with the now notori- 
ous film, hopes avidly it will pay off. 

“If it does,” she says, “I'll probably get 
more work in this country. If it doesn't, 
I can always dance for my supper.” ®&

printing one’s own pictures is not labor. 
Would you consider the time and effort ex- 
pended in learning to play and in playing 
bridge, golf, tennis, chess, and baseball labor? 
Of course not. It is part of the game and 


Persons who pretend to admire photography 
as a hobby but refrain from practicing it be- 


- cause they consider it too expensive, fall into 


three gefieral categories: (1) those who value 
money above everything else in life (they are 


| hopeless, of course), (2) those who must find 


excuses for their laziness in the presence of 
hobbyists whose fun they envy, and. (3) 
those, who, due to wrong-headed understand- 
ing of simple economics, actually believe that 
they cannot afford it. For the benefit of 
those who are denying themselves the incal- 
culable pleasures of photography let us look 
a little more closely at some simple laws of 
economics by way of refuting the notion that 
photography is expensive: 


We have seen that fine pictures can be 
made with low-priced cameras. You can 
catch fish with a cheap rod, but the angler 
who takes pride in his sport and in his skill 
sooner or later wants a better rod. He may 


~ pay a hundred dollars for a fine rod, which 


does not necessarily mean that he will catch 


more trout. He gets more satisfaction from 


the finer rod, more accuracy and distance in 
the cast. Let us suppose, then, that your heart 
leaps up at sight of a handsome, finely tooled 
camera, whose gleaming chromium beckons 
you subtly to possess it. This is an under- 
standable impulse, which in itself has lured 
thousands of people into photography. And 
let us suppose that this thing of beauty carries 
a price tag of $200. 


But let us not fall into the false supposition 
that a $200 camera costs $200. How's that? 
A $200 camera doesn't cost $200 unless and 
until you have owned it at least twenty years. 
If you own it, say two years, you can sell it 
for at least (and this is a conservatively low 
figure) $100. The point is that purchase of 
a good camera is not money poured down the 
drain. It is actually an investment in a hobby. 
It is what business men consider an investment 
in capital equipment tobe used over a period 
of years. “Most people fail to make this dis- 
tinction in the things they buy. Your car, 


for instance, is a piece of capital equipment, 


which has a market value right up to the day 
it reaches the scrap pile. Since a car, like a 


camera, is something you use, its cost should 


be figured on the basis of the time you have 
used it. If you sell your camera tomorrow, it 


has actually cost you the difference between 


what you paid for it and what you sold it 
for, and if you will divide that figure by the 
number of years you have owned it; the result 
waill ‘be the cost per. year to you while you 


have used it. 


Thus if you use a $200 camera for two 
years and then sell it for $100, the $200 cam- 


Sno ~ 


era has actually cost you $50 a year to use. 
That is a trifle more than $4 a month, which 
is cheap when you consider what wonderful 
things you cam do with a camera. Can you 
hire a horse, a set of golf clubs, a typewriter, 
a bicycle for $4 a month? But if you keep the 
camera for twenty years (a good camera with 
proper care will last at least that long) you 
simply divide $200 by 20 and the cost is ex- 
actly $10 a year! 


You may further divide that figure, if you 
are a hair-splitting budgeteer or if your wife 
is, by the number of hours you use the cam- 
era, thus bringing the cost to an hourly basis. 
The point we are stressing, however, is that 
it is always wrong to consider an amount in- 
vested in a substantial piece of photographic 
equipment as money irrevocably disposed of. 


Most hobbies, in -addition to the cost of 
equipment, entail operating expenses. If you 


. play golf you have to buy balls and tees, pay 


greens fees and caddies. Just as you have to 
buy gasoline and oil for your car you have to 
buy film for your camera and, if you do your 
own processing, printing paper and chemicals. 
Naturally the money you spend on materials 
depends entirely. on how much time you de- 
vote to your hobby. So the only way to 
evaluate the cost of the hobby in terms of the 
materials purchased is on the basis of the 
number of pleasure-hours consumed or en- 
joyed. 


It is a simple matter to estimate pleasure- 
hours. We will assume that you have a cam: 
era using 120 film, which lists at 50 cents a 
roll. It doesn’t matter whether your camera 
is a four or four hundred dollar job. If you 
are a careless, helter-skelter snapshooter, which 
you shouldn't be if you want to do good 
work, you may use a roll of film in five or 
ten minutes. But if you are getting the most 
out of your hobby you may spend anywhere 
from an hour to a day making the twelve ex: 
posures afforded by one roll. You may, for 
instance, start out in the morning for a trp 
into the country in search of good landscapes 
and you may spend the entire day enjoying 
the country and developing your picture eye, 
thus getting more out of the country than 
you ever did before in aimless wanderings 
without a camera. Photography increases 
your enjoyment of life. 


Let us, however, not go to extremes, but 
assume that you spent two hours in picture 
hunting and exposed the entire roll in that 
time. So far you have spent 50 cents for two 
hours of absorbing pleasure. If you prefer 
not to do your own developing and printing 
your active pleasure ends here and you add 
the photofinisher’s charge (probably $1.50 to 
$2 for developing and printing). You have 
thus spent $2.50 for two hours of pleasure, 
not counting the fun of showing the finished 
pictures to your family and friends. The

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quality or quantity of the pleasure cannot really be 
measured in actual practice. Two hours spent mak- 
ing pictures of your new baby, for instance, would 
yield cumulative pleasures through the years beyond 


calculation. 


The actual pleasure of direct photographic activity 
increases if you do your own developing and printing 
and the cost per hour decreases proportionately. Car- 
rying our example further, having spent two hours 
shooting the roll of film, one evening during the 
following week you retire to the kitchen after the 
dishes are cleared away, or, if you are lucky, to the 
darkroom to develop the film. This is accompanied 
by that rare anticipatory excitement afforded by no 
other hobby. You will spend about an hour and a 
half developing, fixing, and washing the film at a 
cost of about. 25 cents. 


Another evening will be given over to contact 
printing, an even more exciting time, because now 
you will learn how well you succeeded in recording 
what you saw in the country. If you wish to make 
one good print of each negative, you may use up a 
total of 18 to 24 sheets of sensitized paper. If you 
use up 24 sheets to make 12 prints you are either 
inexperienced or very careless, but we will assume 
that you did for the sake of keeping our figures over- 
liberal. After all, you want to know what this won- 
derful hobby is really going to cost, don't you? A 
package of 25 sheets of contact paper costs only 50 
cents. Add another 20 cents for chemicals and your 
bill comes to 70 cents- for what should have been at 


least two more pleasure-hours. The more efficient 
you become, the lower the cost, naturally. 


We will assume that you have gone the whole hog 
with your hobby and that you own an enlarger (an- 
other piece of capital equipment, incidentally). Thus 
when the contact prints are dry you will examine 
them carefully and decide that three of them are 
worth enlarging.. You set aside another evening for 
this operation, which is the most fascinating of all. 
For now you enter the field of craftsmanship where 


‘all the skill you can muster is enlisted to correct mis- 


takes made in the other processes and to control the 
effects you wish to get in your final enlarged prints. 
Assuming that it will take you two pieces of enlarg- 
ing paper for each good print you make, you will 
have consumed a half dozen sheets at 10 cents a sheet, 
or 60 cents. Allowing 30 cents for chemicals, you 
will have enjoyed two more hours of intensely ab- 
sorbing pleasure at a cost of less than a dollar. 


Now by adding up the score we find that with 
one roll of film you have enjoyed 7 hours of un- 
alloyed pleasure of a kind not found in any other 
recreational activity for a total cost of $2.25 or 30 
cents an hour. These figures represent the running 
expense of your hobby and save for differences in 
camera size, remain the same whether your camera 
cost $5 or $500. Naturally the larger the film the 
higher its cost. 


But what of -color? you say. Yes, color is more . 
expensive than black-and-white, but not much. If you - 


want color prints, the cost is quite a bit higher than 
black-and-white, but 35-mm transparencies are within 
reach of most budgets. A 20-exposure cassette of 
35-mm color film costs about $1.95, processing, an- 
other $1.60 for a total of $3.55, which comes to about 
18 cents a slide. And if you want to process your 
own, you can shoot Ektachrome, Anscochrome, or 
Super Anscochrome reducing the per-slide cost still 
more. But at 17 cents a slide or $17 a hundred 
(about right for a slide show) the potential pleasure- 
hours are simply incalculable. A good slide show can 
afford pleasure for years. 


How can anyone say that photography is an ex- 
pensive hobby in the face of these figures? Is 30 to 
40 cents an hour high for a hobby that can add so 
much interest and meaning to life? Is it high for a 
hobby that can be enjoyed in your home, in your 
business, and in your leisure hours—one that you 
can tuck in your pocket on your travels? Is it high 
for a hobby that enables you to make a permanent 
record of your family's history, for one that gives 
you the means of creative accomplishment and hours 
of release from the tensions of modern life? Does 
it cost too much for a hobby that can become, and 
has become in thousands of illustrious instances, a 
vocation? 


At such a price, who can afford to deprive himself 
of a hobby that can give so much in return for so 
little? .

With home movie-making getting more popular every 

year, a record number of cameras will be whirring this 


season. Planning your movies in advance is the key to 


maximum results from your rolls of film, according to 
experts at Bell & Howell, This planning can be as simple 
as a few notes to serve as reminders of “must scenes.”

The best lighting for outdoor color movies is that which 
reaches the subject from the direction of the camera. The 
contrasty type of lighting sometimes used in black-and-white 
photography is neither necessary’ nor desirable in most 
cases of color moviemaking. 

Watch out for light reflected from nearby colored objects 
such as walls, rugs, grass or brightly colored clothing as it 
may cause noticeable changes in the color balance of the 
The more material that is available, the better will be the 
result. Editing should be done after the film is shot and 
not-before, for you can't have too many scenes from which 
to choose. : 

One idea is to try shooting the same scene—such as the 


children opening their Christmas gifts — from different 


angles and distances. In this way you'll be able to determine 
which is best for your holiday movie and at the same time 
gain experience that will improve later efforts. 


At least 1! feet of 8mm film or 3 feet of 16mm film | 
should be taken of any single scene. This is about five 
seconds of shooting time and anything less is not much more 
than a flash on the screen. 

Camera angles, cluse-ups and long shots add interest to 
nearly every scene.
